OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  HANLEY . 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  you  with  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  County  Borough 
of  Hanley,  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1908. 

Area. — The  County  Borough  of  Hanley  since  its  extension 
on  November  9th,  1905,  has  an  area  of  1962  acres. 

In  April,  1903,  the  two  sub-registration  districts  of 
Hanley  and  Shelton,  in  respect  of  Births,  Marriages  and 
Deaths  were  united. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  middle 
of  1908,  was  67,998. 

Density  of  Popueation. — In  1907,  the  density  of  the 
population  of  Hanley  was  34.2  per  acre. 

In  1908,  the  density  of  the  population  was  34.6  per  acre. 
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The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough  was, 
in  the  middle  of  1908,  14,084,  and  the  number  of  empty 
houses,  566. 

The  number  of  people  to  inhabited  houses  was  4.8. 


MSDWSVES  ACT. 

On  March  31st.,  Dr.  Myra  Mackenzie  resigned  her  appoint- 
ment. Up  to  the  present  time  no  successor  has  been 
appointed,  but  steps  are  being  taken  to  appoint  a Tady 
Health  Visitor  and  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

Since  Dr.  Mackenzie’s  resignation  I have  supervised  the 
Midwives  in  the  Borough. 


BIRTHS. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  Borough  were  2,248  in  1908, 
an  increase  of  73  on  the  number  registered  in  1907. 

The  birth  rate  was  33  per  1000  of  the  estimated  popula- 
tion. 

The  birth  rate  in  Hanley  is  higher  than  in  1907,  and  it 
is  much  higher  than  in  the  76  great  towns. 

The  birth  rate  of  the  76  great  towns  was  27. 

The  birth  rate  in  1907  was  32.3. 

Of  the  2,248  births  1,153  were  males,  1,095  females. 

The  births  out  of  wedlock  were  78,  being  equal  to  3.4 
per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  children  in  the  preceding 
year  was  3.6. 


The  sex  proportion  of  children  born  was  105.2  males  to 
95  females. 

In  the  preceding  year  the  percentage  born  was  101.9 
males  to  98  females. 


DEATHS. 

I have  appended  to  this  report  a Table  of  Deaths  occurring 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1908,  classified  according  to 
diseases  and  ages. 

The  records  show  that  1,078  deaths  were  registered  in 
the  Borough.  Of  these  567  were  males,  511  females.  In 
1907,  536  were  males,  546  females.  In  1906,  562  were  males, 
525  females.  In  1905,  571  were  males,  550  females.  In 
1904,  614  were  males,  550  females.  In  1903,  557  were  males, 
489  females.  In  1902  the  deaths  of  both  sexes  were  1,130; 
in  1901,  1,189  ; in  1900,  1,361  ; in  1899,  1,217  ; in  1898,  1,197. 


The  death  rate  was  15.8  per  1000.  This  does  not  include 
the  deaths  in  the  Workhouse,  the  N.S.  Infirmary,  or  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Bucknall. 


191  deaths  of  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  occurred  in 
institutions  outside  the  town— The  Workhouse,  the  N.S. 
Infirmary  and  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  The  inclu- 
sion of  these  deaths  brings  up  the  death  rate  to  18.6. 

In  1907  the  death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  19.0  ; in 
1906,  19.6;  in  1905,  19.9;  in  1904,  18.5;  in  1903,  16.4; 
in  1902,  18;  in  1901,  19.2;  in  1900,  22;  in  1899,  19.9;  in 
1898,  19.8. 


(The  death  rate  for  the  76  great  towns  was  14.9). 
Death  rate  for  the  last  10  jmars,  1898  to  1907  was  18.3. 


The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  1.6  per  1000  without  the 
deaths  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  In  1907  it  was 
2.2.  in  1906,  3 ; in  1905,  2.5  ; in  1904,  3.3  ; in  1903,  2.3  ; in 
1902,  3.2;  in  1901,  3.2;  in  1900,  3.7;  in  1899,  2.6;  in 
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1898,  2.7.  Including  the  deaths  in  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  the  Zymotic  death  rate  would  be  1.9  per  1000. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Diarrhoea  were  the  two  principal 
causes  of  death  from  Zymotic  diseases. 

The  death  rate  for  the  76  great  towns  for  seven  chief 
epidemic  diseases  was  1.59. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  to  1000  births, 
were  157. 

In  the  76  great  towns  there  were  128  under  one  year  to 
1000  births. 

In  1907  the  deaths  of  the  children  under  one  year  to  1000 
births  were  160  ; in  1906,  159  ; in  1905,  193  ; in  1904,  206  ; 
in  1903,  170  ; in  1902,  170  ; in  1901,  190  ; in  1900,  209  ; in 

1899,  216  : in  1898,  223. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  to  1000  births 
were  3 less  than  in  1907. 

Unfortunately  female  labour  is  still  very  much  utilized 
in  the  Potteries.

Small-pox  was  again  conspicuous  by  its  absence. 

Every  encouragement  is  now  given  to  objectors  to  vac- 
cination. 

History  probably  will  repeat  itself  and  at  the  next  out- 
break of  Small-pox  there  will  be  the  same  rush  to  be  vaccinated 
as  in  the  years  1902,  1903  and  1904 

MEASLES. 

There  were  only  187  notifications  of  Measles,  principally 
in  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.

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The  notification  of  Measles  is  voluntary  and  only  the 
first  case  in  each  household  is  notified.  In  many  cases  no 
medical  man  is  called  in  and  we  may  have  no  notice  of  the 
complaint,  though  in  some  cases  the  parents  give  us  informa- 
tion. 


The  notifications,  therefore,  do  not  represent  the  total 
number  of  children  suffering  from  Measles. 


IVleans  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Measles. 

In  all  cases  notified,  the  houses  were  visited  by  a Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  printed  and  verbal  instructions  given  as  to 
isolation  of  the  patient. 

Notices  were  also  sent  to  the  school  Authorities  that  no 
child  was  to  be  admitted  from  a house  with  Measles  for  a month 
after  the  commencement  of  the  illness. 


The  premises  were  disinfected  with  Formalin.

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SCARLET  FEVER. 

110  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  1908,  as  com- 
pared with  183  in  1907,  395  in  1906,  328  in  1905,  and  352  in 
1904. 


84  were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

The  cases  not  removed  were  isolated  as  much  as  possible. 

There  were  no  deaths  in  Hanley,  and  1 amongst  the 
patients  removed. 

Including  deaths  at  the  Hospital,  the  death  rate  from 
Scarlet  Fever  was  .01  per  1,000. 

The  infection  was  not  traceable  to  the  milk  supply. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

165  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  as  against  197  in 
1907,  182  in  1906,  145  in  1905,  304  in  1904,  472  in  1903,  356 
in  1902,  and  328  in  1901. 

This  is  a decrease  of  32  on  1907.

5 deaths  occurred  in  Hanley,  2 more  than  in  1907.  In 
1901  the  number  that  died  in  Hanley  was  55  ; in  1902,  44  ; 
in  1903,  44  ; in  1904,  19  ; in  1905,  7 ; in  1906,  10  ; and  in 
1907,  3. 
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There  were  7 deaths  in  the  Hospital,  making  altogether 
12  deaths.  The  death-rate  from  Diphtheria  was  0.1, 
the  same  as  in  1907. 

The  cases  were  scattered  all  over  the  town. 

The  precautions  adopted  to  check  the  spread  of  the  disease 
were  : — The  notification  to  the  Headmasters  of  Schools 
of  cases  that  occurred,  along  with  the  names  of  the  children 
attending  school  from  the  affected  house,  and  the  use  of 
anti-toxin  as  a prophylactic,  for  which  the  medical  men  of  the 
town  were  paid  2/6  for  the  first  person  injected,  and  1/-  for 
every  other  person  in  the  same  house. 

I am  glad  to  say  that  the  use  of  slates  and  slate  pencils 
is  abolished  in  the  schools. 

108  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

Wherever  sanitary  defects  were  found,  notice  was  imme- 
diately given  to  have  the  same  remedied. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

61  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  1908,  29 
more  than  in  1907.

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The  largest  number  of  notifications  were  received  during 
the  first  two  months  of  1908,  and  in  the  last  month. 


I made  a special  investigation  into  these  cases,  but  find 
it  extremely  difficult  to  assign  any  definite  cause  for  them. 

In  some  of  the  cases  mussells  had  been  eaten,  in  others 
oysters. 

I wrote  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  locality 
from  where  mussells  were  procured,  making  enquiries  as  to 
the  probability  of  these  mussells  being  poluted. 

His  reply  was  to  the  effect  that  the  place  from  where 
the  mussells  are  obtained  is  open  clear  water,  far  removed 
from  any  source  of  contamination. 

The  milk  supply  in  almost  every  case  was  different. 

42  cases  were  removed  to  the  Bucknall  Hospital,  nine 
deaths  occurred  there.

DIARRHGEA. 

There  were  53  deaths  from  Diarrhcea  ; 42  were  children 
under  one  year. 

The  deaths  occurred  principally  in  August. 

The  fine  and  hot  weather  in  July  and  the  first  two  weeks 
of  August  was  accompanied  by  a large  number  of  deaths  from 
Infantile  Diarrhoea. 


DISINFECTOR. 

We  have  now  a very  efficient  disinfector,  and  since  we 
have  had  the  use  of  a horse  the  disinfecting  has  been  carried 
out  much  more  expeditiously  and  with  the  minimum  of 
inconvenience  to  the  relatives  of  the  patient. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  comes  from  natural  springs  issuing  from  the 
Mill-Stone  Grit  at  Wall  Grange  and  deep  wells  in  same  forma- 
tion at  Stockton  Brook,  and  also  from  deep  wells  in  the 
Bunter  New  Red  Sandstone  at  Hatton.  It  is  pumped  up  to 
reservoirs,  one  of  which  is  at  Birches  Head,  the  highest  point 
in  the  Borough,  and  from  thence  flows  through  the  mains  by 
gravitation.  The  supply  is  constant.

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HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS. 

Under  these  Acts  notices  have  been  served  on  the  owners 
of  the  following  houses  in  the  Borough 

15,  Uongfield  Terrace. 

23a,  23,  25,  27,  29,  31,  33,  Bow  Street. 

In  most  of  these  eases  the  houses  have  been  repaired. 

In  October  proceedings  were  taken  before  the  magis- 
trates to  close  23a  Bow  Street,  but  the  summons  was 
withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs  as  the  house  was  put  in 
repair. 

BLACK  SiVIOKE  NUISANCE. 

During  the  year  Mr.  J ackson  has  succeeded  by  repeated 
visits  to  the  works,  in  persuading  several  large  manufacturers 
to  take  active  steps  in  order  to  minimise  this  nuisance.  In 
each  case  their  efforts  have  been  successful,  and  the  nuisance 
has  not  only  been  considerably  lessened,  but  a saving  in  fuel 
has  been  effected.  A most  noticeable  feature  in  these  eases  is 
the  interest  which  the  firemen  at  these  works  now  take  in 
abating  this  nuisance.  It  has  now  been  proved  that  it  is 
quite  possible  to  reduce  the  emission  of  black  smoke  without 
causing  any  inconvenience  to  the  manufacturers,  and  it  is 
hoped  during  this  next  year,  further  progress  in  this  work  will 
be  effected. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

Under  the  sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  99  samples  have 
been  taken. 

One  sample  of  whiskey  was  found  to  be  19*97  degrees 
below  the  legal  standard,  and  proceedings  were  taken  against 
the  vendor  who  was  fined  forty  shillings  and  costs. 

During  the  year  five  informal  samples  have  been 
obtained  with  a view  to  ascertaining  if  there  was  any 
adulteration  taking  place,  without  the  shopkeepers,  know- 
ledge of  the  reason  of  the  purchase.  In  no  case  was  adul- 
teration found,  although  in  obtaining  the  formal  samples  an 
agent  has  been  employed  in  the  majority  of  cases. 
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Three  samples  were  taken  under  the  Fertilizers  and 
Feeding  Stuffs  Act.

FOOD  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  I inspected  some  Brussels  sprouts  that 
were  being  sold  in  the  market,  but  did  not  consider  them  in 
such  a state  as  to  justify  their  seizure.  The  owner,  how- 
ever, consented  to  give  them  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  they  were  destroyed. 

I also  seized,  under  a Magistrate’s  Order,  some  cabbages 
which  were  found  in  the  covered  market,  and  had  them 
destroyed. 

Mr.  Hall,  in  the  course  of  his  inspections  of  the  slaughter 
houses,  found  a side  of  beef  which  looked  suspicious,  and  upon 
examination  found  that  the  beast  had  met  with  an  accident 
before  .slaughtering,  but  with  the  exception  of  the  damaged 
portions  the  meat  was  sound.  The  damaged  parts  were  cut 
away  and  destroyed. 

He  also  found  the  lungs  of  three  beasts  touched  with 
tuberculosis  and  had  them  destroyed.  The  flesh,  although 
of  inferior  quality,  did  not  seem  to  be  affected. 

He  also  saw  the  carcase  of  a cow,  which  on  my  inspection 
was  found  to  be  tuberculous.  The  owner  surrendered 
the  carcase,  and  it  was  destroyed  at  the  Destructor  Works. 

LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  Lodging-houses  have  been  inspected  by  myself  and 
the  Inspectors. 

They  are  all  fairly  clean,  bnt  are  registered  to  accommo- 
date more  inmates  than  our  modern  ideas  of  necessary  cubic 
space  would  approve. 

In  most  of  the  houses  the  average  number  of  lodgers  is 
only  two- thirds  of  the  number  they  are  registered  for. 
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SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  public  Abattoirs  in  Hanley,  consisting  of  five 
separate  Slaughter-houses,  one  of  which  is  let  to  a private 
person. 

A new  private  Slaughter-house  has  been  erected  in  the 
Borough. 

Though  I do  not  think  that  the  erection  of  a private 
Slaughter-house  is  a step  in  the  right  direction,  I am  bound 
to  admit  that  the  new  Slaughter-house  is  a great  improve- 
ment on  any  other  private  Slaughter-house  in  the  Borough. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  61  Bakehouses  in  Hanley,  three  have  machinery, 
and  therefore  rank  as  factories. 

I have  inspected  them  all,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
have  paid  them  several  visits  during  the  year. 

They  all  comply  with  the  regulations,  some  arc  quite 
modern  and  large  buildings,  others  old  and  comparatively 

small. 

There  are  no  cellar  bakehouses  in  the  Borough. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

Under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts,  268  inspections 
have  been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

The  number  of  Workshops,  including  Bakehouses,  on  the 
register  is  298. 

The  number  of  workpeople  employed  in  the  Workshops 
at  the  times  when  visited  were  307  males  and  182  females. 

81  Workrooms  were  measured,  and  forms  showing  the 
cubical  contents  of  air  space,  with  the  number  allowed  to  work 
therein,  both  ordinary  and  overtime,  were  fixed  in  each  work- 


room. 
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Notices  or  verbal  intimations  were  given  to  the  persons  in 
default  where  the  defects,  tabulated  in  the  list,  were  discovered, 
and  most  of  the  nuisances  were  abated,  and  the  rest  are  in  hand. 

In  36  instances  there  were  no  abstracts  affixed  (sec.  133, 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901),  and  these  were  reported 
to  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

The  majority  of  the  Workshops  were  kept  in  a clean  and 
satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a less  number  of  lists  of 
outworkers  sent  in,  furnishing  the  particulars  of  the  names 
and  addresses  of  contractors  and  workmen  employed  by  the 
various  tradesmen  who  should  send  in  these  particulars  than 

JL. 

last  year. 

19  visits  to  such  outworkers’  premises  were  made,  and 
they  were  found  to  be  in  a fairly  satisfactory  state.
